Werder. "Rut I did not have the
heart to force that baby to live. I

la?o a believer in t.re?nt-i- l inflnnnrna
and I believe lirmlv that the sieht
of a hopeless paralytic in a wheel
chair, which gave my :vife such a
nervous shock was the cause of
this." The Werders have three
daughters living, all healthy and
strong.

Will Try Doctor.
Dr. Harry J. Hals.dden was today

cited to appear before the ethical
relations commission of the Chicago
Medical society to be tried on
charpes of unethical conduct in ad-
vertising the case cf the Rollinger
hahy which Dr. Haselden permitted
to die when a simple operation
would have saved its life, but it
would have left it a hopeless In-

valid. He will be expelled from the
society if the verdict is against him.

Formal charges have been filed
with the society and Dr. Haiselden
has been given 10 days in which
appear and defend himself.

Dr. Henry J. Way. chairman of
the ethical relations committee said
he understood Dr. Haiselden's self-advertisi- ng,

in writing his bioerraphy
for a newspaper was the basis for
the charges, and that he had not
been charged with unethical conduct
in refusing to operate on the baby.

.The verdict o a coroner's iurv of
six-- physicians of rtrnding was that
in the Dollinger case. Dr. Haiselden
acted "within his moral and eth- -

ical rights."

"The
tinancial situation of this country

has never Wen so strong and go

favorable as now," nays ec'y of the
Treasury William G. McAdoo in his
annual report to the speaker of the
house of representatives, which was
..lhmilted today. "Our financial re-

sources are the greatest in our his-

tory, and our hanking system,
through the creation and operation
of the federal reserve system, Is now

the strongest in the world."
The secretary asserts that the

tinancial condition of the treasury is
so strong that, even though no addi-

tional revenue raising measures he
put into effect there wäll he a bal-

ance in the general fund on June ?,Q,

191C, of 4 4,603. Should the war
tax. which expires Hee. .". 1 . 1013. ho
reenacted. and should the one cent
a pound duty on su'ar. which, under
present law will not be collected
until after May 1. 1916, be con-

tinued, the net balance in the gen-

Should Bo ImTcasf.
The secretary estimates that total

appropriations for the government
for the fiscal year ended June P.

1917. should be $90. 767,. 929. an in-

crease over the 1916 appropriations
of J167.SP.1.401.

The outlook for the fiscal year
1917 which will begin next July is
not so bright, Mr. McAdoo tells con-
gress.

In his report Sec'y McAdoo de-car- es

that a bond issue is inadvis-- a

!e and says that additional rev-

enue mny be raised by maintaining
the present war tax anil the sugar
dat ; by increasing the income tax
and by greater care in collections of
all taxes.

Mr. McAdoo say.s an expenditure
of $93.SoO,Oi0 on the preparedness
prog-a- m will roll up a deficiency of
$30,jor,,P.94 by June CO, 1917, the
end of the 1917 fiscal year. To meet
this deficiency, Mr. McAdoo would
increase the internal revenue. He
figures that the total increase in rev-
enues needed is $ 1 1 2 . 0 , P. 9 4 , pro-

vided J2r.,OOO.ooo worth of Panama
canal bonds are nt sold. If the is-

sue should be made. that much
would be subtracted from th
amount of additional revenue re-

quired.
Mr. MeAdoos suggestions for rais-
